WASHINGTON (UPI). — A White 
House spokesman yesterday said 
President Ford’s news conference 
statement on possible negotiations 
between the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and Israel does not 
represent any change in policy. 

Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 
that Ford had not made any final 
conclusions on American policy 
with reference to the Arab sum- 
mit's decision to permit the PLO 
to occupy the West Bank. 

Ford aroused concern in IJarael 
and among its supporters when he 
told reporters on Tuesday: ‘We, 
of course, feel that there must be 
movement toward settlement of 
the problems between Israel and 
Egypt on the one hand, between 
Israel ond Jordan or the PLO and 
the problems between Israel and 
Syria in the other category. We 
have not had an opportunity yet 
to make any frm decisions on what 
impact there will be” from the 
Rabat decision, he said. 

Nessen said that Ford has been 
receiving daily cables from Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissinger 
who has just completed a three- 
day visit to India and would con- 
fer with Kissinger on the possi- 
bility of the Secretary returning 
to the Middle East for further 
talks. :
